the Hasty, Defender, and Cracker brigs, and Isis schuyt ;

the bats to attempt cutting out the Dutch gun-boats lying 
on or neer the Pampus, and am happy to say, succeeded in 
getting.possession of ‘fouf without the loss of:a man. They 
each mount four long guns or carronades, and have between 

20 and 30 men ; one of them built on purpose for a gun-vessel,

I wave the honour to inform you, that at five o’clock this 
morning the enemy made a general attack on this town in 

four diferent parts. ‘Their advanced party attempted to storm 
the north batter. We soon got them between two fires; our 
tars with pikes surrounded them, and they immediately laid 
down their arms. ‘The force was one officer, one serjeant, one 
corporal, and 28 men, two of the latter killed: We had no 
sooner secured our prisoners than they attacked us with the 
remainder of their force, 670 in number ; our little army did 
wonders: for with s:ilors and marines our force was only 157. 
We fought them for four hours anda half, when the enemy 
gave way in all directions: I immediately ordered the marines 
to pursue them. ‘Their breaking down a bridge prevented 
their colours and two field pieces from falling into our hands ; 
but before this was effected the heavy fire from the marines 
had killed 18 ef the enemy and wounded about 20; and in 
their gener | attack they had five men killed and nine wound- 
ed. 

lt is impossible for me te speak too highly of the men and 
officers under niy command. Lieutenant Wyburn of the ma- 
rines, as also Lizutenants Howel,-Higginson, and Gardner, 
behaved with honour to themselves and credit to their country. 
Lientenant Norman of the navy, as also Mr Lane, Mr Iron, 
Mr Wheatly, Mr Travers, and Mr Petty distinguished them- 
selves ina most gallant manner, as did likewise the whole of 
the sailors and marines.

‘SUSPENSION OF ARMS IN HOLLAND. 

Mr Dickens, a meflenger, arrived on Tuefday at Mr 

Secretary Dundas’s office, with difpatches from his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of York, dated the 17th ioftant. 
We are happy to be relieved from fome anxiety refpect- 
ing that excellent officer Major General Don, whom the 
Paris papers reported to be detained by the enemy, on 
fufpicion of acting as a fpy. General Don was the bearer 
of a meflage from his Royal Higknefs the Duke of York 
to General Daendells. The General returned to our 
head-quarters on the 15th. 
- We underftand, that the difpatch brought by Mr 
Dickens, from his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York, 
informs Government that a fufpenfion of hoftilities had 
taken place in Holland for 14 days, from the 16th in- 
{tant, between the allied armies in Holland and the 
French and Dutch. We have not !earnt from which 
fide the propofition was firft made, but are induced to 
believe it was the fubject of General Don’s miffion. 

Nothing farther of importance has occurred in our 
army, part of which, on the 16th, was occupied in 
throwing up batteries to cover a general retreat. The 
troops were in excellent fpirits. Their embarkation 
was expected to commence immediately on the arrival 
of Colonel Brownrigg, who had not reached the head- 
quarters when the meffenger came away. All the thips 
of war at Yarmouth are under orders for this fervice. 

LATEST ACCOUNTS FROM HOLLAND. 

Colonel Gower of the Guards, and Captain Bafs of 
the navy, landed on Tuefday at Yarmouth from Holland, 
and reached town this forenoon. They bring the im- 
portant intelligence of a fufpention of arms having taken 
place in Holland for fix weeks. It: has likewife been 
agreed betweea his Royal Highnefs the Captain-Ge- 
neral and the enemy, that all prifoners on both fides, 
whether on parole or otherwife, thould be immediately 
delivered up. This important meafure will enable our 
troops to evacuate Holland without the rifque of lofs. 

The above officers left the T'exel at 11 o’clock on 
Sunday forenoon. 








On Tuefday an overland difpatch was received at the 
India Houfe from Bombay, of a very late date ; the 
contents of which, we underltand, relate principally to 
the eftablithment of proper authority in the Myfore 
country. ‘I'he troops at Seringapatam had not fallen 
from their encampments.on the ifland; but that move- 
ment was to take place in a few days, when the final ar- 
rangements were to be concluded between the Com- 
mander in Chief, Lord Mornington,’ and the confede- 
rate armies. ‘The King’s and Company’s troops ‘were 
in high order and good health. 

The thips of war and veflels employed in trying to 
get off the Impregnable, after taking out all the hands 
&c. have left her, fo that fine fecond-rate man of war 
is now given up as loft. 

. A military man writes from Alexandria to his friend 
in Paris, that Sir Sidney Smith was nearly taken prifon- 
er by fome French dragoons, and only fayed himfelf by 
flight, and by throwing himfelf Into the fea, where he 
was followed near a quarter of a league.
